Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant expressed a desire to amend claims 1, 66, 78 in a manner 
to overcome the 1 12 rejection of the claims. Applicant proposed positively claiming the aspiration and dispensing 
actuators as elements of the device. The examiner informed applicant since applicant it was previously stated the 
actuators are not elements of the apparatus, that an amenmendment at this point to include the actuators would be 
considered new issues as well as the device would not just be "a hybrid valve apparatus" as previously claimed. 
Applicant also pointed out that the system fluid used in the instant invention is liquid and that of Kenny is gas. The 
examiner pointed out to applicant that the claims are directed to a "fluid" which is defined as liquid or gas. The liquid 
system luquid would also have to be specifically incorporated in the claim to be commensurate in scope with 
applicant's comment. However, such an amendment would also be a new issue. Applicant also made remarks 
directed to the differences in how the instant invention and that of the prior art devices are operated or used. The 
examiner pointed out to applicant that the intended use of the device has no weight in the patentability of the apparatus 
claims. The examiner suggested that intended use differences pointed out by applicant incorporated in process claims 
such as that of 59. At this point in the prosecution of the case additional process limitations would be new issues. The 
examiner also pointed out to applicant that claims 4, 67-77, and 79-88 were previously objected to and would be 
allowable if-the-appropriate aetion-is-taken— Applieant-stated-he would relay-the substance of-the interview-to-the elient- 
and proceed accordingly thereafter.
